(Read and Adopted) 

City Council Resolution commending the bravery of 
Harrison E. Livingstone of Baltimore City. 

On the afternoon of Wednesday, September 30, 1964, 
the A & P F ood Store located at Linden and Dolphin Streets 
was held up at gun point by an experienced armed robber. 
The bandit escaped from the store with the proceeds from 
the cash receipts. Following in pursuit was the store mana- 
ger, Mr. Roland Vaughn. Mr. Vaughn’s calls for assistance 
to stop the thief were heard by Harrison E. Livingstone of 
1223 Linden Avenue, a young attorney who had just com- 
pleted law school. 

Mr. Livingstone joined the chase and continued in pur- 
suit despite the fact that the robber on three separate occa- 
sions stopped and pointed his revolver at Mr. Livingstone 
in an effort to get him to give up the chase. The bandit 
became exhausted and in desperation jumped into a 
stopped car and ordered the man to drive off. 

As fate would have it, the operator of the vehicle was 
an off-duty plainclothesman, Patrolman Robert Beveraly. 
Patrolman Beveraly immediately drew his own pistol, and 
when the bandit attempted to fire his pistol, the officer fired 
his pistol at the bandit,' who was sitting several feet from 
him. Meanwhile Harry Livingstone had reached the door 
of the car, and as the shot went off narrowly missing the 
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bandit, the bullet passed through the door of the car, nar- 
rowly missing Mr. Livingstone. The bandit immediately 
got out of the car and attempted to get away. Mr. Living- 
stone blocked his escape and with the assistance of Patrol- 
man Beveraly, subdued and disarmed the bandit; now, 
therefore be it 

Resolved by the City Council of Baltimore, That the City 
Council honors and takes special note of the bravery and 
persistence, of Harrison E. Livingstone in giving chase to 
an armed bandit immediately following a holdup, at great 
danger and personal risk, and entirely without profit and 
self-interest other than the general welfare of the com- 
munity. The bravery and persistence of Mr. Livingstone 
resulted in the eventual arrest of the robber, and the City 
Council of Baltimore commends him as one of our out- 
standing citizens; and be it further 

Resolved, That the Chief Clerk of the Council is in- 
structed to send a copy of this Resolution to Mr. Harrison 
E. Livingstone.
